The majority of people take a meal of 
some kind between the hours of 12 and 
2 daily, says a physician. With a num­ 
ber of iforsons this meal assumes the 
form of a substantial dinner, while 
with others it amounts to nothing more 
than a light luncheon. In either case, 
however, the repast requires to be di­ 
gested. and this necessitates some mod* 
ification of the activities of th*' brain, 
since neither that organ nor those con­ 
cerned In the processes of digestion are 
capable of good work when an attempt 
is made to put forth their energies si­ 
multaneously. 
Tho exceedingly’ complex processes of 
digestion 
and 
assimilation 
whereby 
dead animal and 
vegetable matters 
are transformed Into living human tis­ 
sues 
demand 
for 
their 
rapid 
and 
healthy performance an Increased cir­ 
culation of blood in tis* stomach and 
ancillary organs as well as a concen­ 
tration of nervous energy In Die same 
region. Now, Increase of circulation In 
one organ or set of organs entails a 
diminution In the others. Consequently 
the supply of blood to the brain is cur­ 
tailed immediately after a meal has 
been eaten, and since the blood Is the 
life the higher functions of that great 
organ are performed only with diffi­ 
culty if at all. 
A tendency to drowsiness, confusion 
of thought and Inability to make any 
great mental effort are among the re­ 
sults of a diminished cerebral circula­ 
tion. These feelings are, therefore, ex ­ 
perienced by 
most persons after a 
meal, 
and 
they are the more pro­ 
nounced in proportion to tin* greater 
amount of digestive energy expended. 
Since brain work of good quality can­ 
not he produced while the processes of 
digestion are In active operation it is 
wise not to attempt it. 
It is never 
prudent to thwart the beneficent inten­ 
tions of nature. 
Many persons strug­ 
gle against the mental and physical 
lethargy that accompany the earlier 
stages of the digestive act. apparent­ 
ly under tho delusion that all time 
given to the important business of 
building up and repairing their tissues 
is time wasted. 
So far from this be­ 
ing the case, a well spent postprandial 
interval tends to tho preservation aud 
prolongation of life. 
If a tendency to drowsiness Is felt 
sleep should be allowed to prevail, for 
the proverbial "forty "winks” Is justi­ 
fied by science. 
A ten or fifteen min­ 
utes’ 
nap 
after 
a 
meal, 
curiously 
enough, will enable 
many 
a 
brain 
worker to arise refreshed who might 
have spent an hour or two in a vain 
and mentally confused struggle against 
the "drowsy god." 
A cup of tea or 
coffee about an hour after a 
light 
luncheon will facilitate and expedite 
the last stages of gastric digestion and 
so assist in the rapid re-establishment 
of mental vigor and clearness of mind. 
There are some persons w’ho Instead 
of resting after luncheon or early din­ 
ner take some form of exercise, such 
as walking or cycling. 
If the meal has 
been at all substantial muscular exer­ 
cise must tend to retard and weaken 
digestion by withdrawing a certain 
modicum of nerve energy to the low’or 
limbs and the centers which govern 
their movements and diminishing the 
circulation in tile alimentary canal by 
increasing it in the legs and arms. Un­ 
less their digestive powers are very 
keen people who take active exercise 
after food find that the process of dl-

Line 


The bass season opened in Minnesota 
today and the incoming and outgoing 
trains had several parties aboard en 
route from this city, the twin cities and 
other 
points throughout the 
north­ 
west 
to the 
lakes 
north of 
here. 
Bass fishing in this part of the state can­ 
not be equaled in 
the United States, 
there being many lukes where it sur­ 
passes anything ever seen. 
The most 
famous fishing ?akes are located along 
the Minnesota A International and every 
year thousands of people go north to 
some lake and spend their outings. 
Pelican lake this year as in the past will 
be one of the best places to go. 
There 
are, however, all kinds of other good 
lakes. 
“ During the opening days of the sea 
am the bass haunt the shallow waters 
of the lakes and it is an art to land 
them ” says a well known sportsman. 
“ M any fishermen row their boats along 
the shores and frighten the bass anil it 
is quite a feat to know how to be a good 
bait caster. 
The men that know how, 
fish from the shore, or if they have boats, 
they cast ahead of the boat as they pad 
die along the shore, and one must be a 
good fisherman to do this and land the 
bass.” 
Reports received by S. F. Fullerton, 
excutive agent of the state game and 
fish commission, tell that the lakes and 
streams of the state aro in excellent 
condition for the opening of the bass 
season. 
The waters are well stocked 
with the fish and from present indica­ 
tions bass fishing has never been better 
than it will this year. 
Under the law a person may catch 
bass from May 29 to March I with hook 
and line. 
Spearing bass is prohibited. 
A person may not use any artificial de­ 
vice to catch bass other than a hook 
and line held in his hand or attached to 
a rod or pole held in his hand. 
I t is 
declared unlawful to set a line and it is 
also unlawful to use more than one hook 
on a line.

St. Pfdersburg, May 
20.—In this 
momentous hour, the emperor, the ad­ 
miralty and the 
Russian public are 
waiting breathlessly for the .Japanese 
to furnish authentic news of the fate 
of Vice Admiral Rojestvensky and his 
fleer, in which the hopes of the Rus­ 
sians are centered. 
The official dis­ 
position is to construe Tokio’s silence 
favorably, but at the 
same time the 
strategic reason for such silence is 
recognized. 
The 
public, 
altering 
the 
prema­ 
ture jubilation of Saturday night, is 
inc lined to reverse its attitude and to 
become pessimistic. 
Tho report sent to Washington by 
the American consul at Nagasaki of 
the sinking of a repair ship and five 
Russian warships, including a battle­ 
ship, was accepted as the most definite 
and the most authentic piece of news 
received up to midnight, and undoubt­ 
edly produced a bad impression. 
The fear was 
expressed that the 
battleship sunk might have been Ro- 
jest vensky’s flagship, the Kolas Son- 
varoff, on which the .Japanese would 
undoubtedly concentrate their fire. The 
sinking of tilt* repair ship Kamchatka, 
which was filled with the most mod­ 
ern machinery, might, it was thought, 
prove later to be a more severe loss 
than that of a warship, but at the ad 
miralty, 
where crowds 
congregated 
Sunday afternoon 
and 
evening, the 
opinion was expressed that if Rojest­ 
vensky had cleared the gateway to 
the sea of Japan with no greater loss 
than that reported by the American 
consul, 
the passage 
had not 
been 
dearly purchased, especially if later 
reports should prove 
that the Japa­ 
n e s e losses were anything like in pro­ 
portions. 


Emperor Nicholas Very Anxious. 


Probably no one in Russia shared 
so mm Ii anxiety as the emperor. Early 
Sunday morning he summoned Grand 
Duke Alexis, Admiral Avellan and Ad­ 
miral WI rentals- to Tsarskoe Solo, and 
remained closeted 
with them up to 
a late hour at night, impatiently wait­ 
ing 
information 
and 
poring 
over 
charts. 
• 
The 
only news 
received by 
hi3 
majesty from 
Russian sources 
were 
dispatches from Russian agents and 
consuls ct ( Id.nose ports, which could I 
give ro !bin 
hvt current rumors. The 
only time the eru.eror left the mem­ 
bers of his cabine t was to attend serv­ 
ice* 
in the chapel of the 
Alexandra 
palace, when the chaplain prayed for 
Ro jest, vc nsky’s slice ess. 
The emperor was greatly distressed 
when the Washington dispatch sent 
by the consul 
at Nagasaki 
was re­ 
ceived. 
The news, of course, caused the wild­ 
est. speculation. 
Some officers of the 
navy who on Saturday were inclined lo 
take the view that the ships off Woo- 
sung were empty colliers sent to the 
rear to avoid impeding the warships 
unnecessarily or that it was a division 
“of little fight ing vain* -4hq nu-riled to 
confuse Togo or to throw him off tho 
scent, thought on Sunday it was possi­ 
ble Rojestvensky might after all have 
divide I his Heel and that the Japanese 
were awaiting the arrival of the sec­ 
ond Russian division before making 
a general announcement. 


Division of Fleet Improbable. 


The general body of naval officers, 
however, continue to believe' that Ro- 
jest veil sky could not risk a division 
of Ins lighting 
ships. 
Those of an 
optimistic turn hope that Rojestven­ 
sky did actually throw 
Togo off the 
trail and escape him, and that they on- 
countCicd only torpedo boats in the 
Straits of Korea. This opinion, though, 
is not generally shared and the great 
majority think that Togo's scouts were 
able; to keep in touch with the fight­ 
ing division and that tho Japanese* lay 
In wait for Rojestvensky in the narrow 
waters, where a battle is reported to 
have taken place. 
Nevertheless, practically nobody be­ 
lieves that Togo offered open battle 
the concensus of opinion being that 
the Japanese', favored by a stage of 
the moon, whic h was at three-quarters 
full, waited and delivered a series of 
torpedo attacks Saturday night with 
such ald as their heavy ships could 
offer without running too much risk. 
Mines may have played an import­ 
ant role ann perhaps been responsible 
for a large share of the losses report­ 
ed. 
At any rate the* result is not fully 
satisfactory to the naval authorities. 
It is possible that a running light at 
long range took place Sunday, from 
which bettor results are anticipated 
The cruisers Gromoboi and Rossia 
of tin Vladivostok squadron probably 
have sailed 
south to afford 
Rojest­ 
vensky any assistance* in their power. 
If 
Rojestvensky 
got 
clear 
of 
the 
straits Munday night he* should be * close 
enough to Vladivostok Monday to com- 
tniinh ate?.

International Meeting Opened by Ru­ 


lers of Italy. 
Rome, May 29.-— In the historic hall 
of the capitol 
Sunday King 
Victor 
Emmanuel 
and Queen Helena, 
sur­ 
rounded by members of the cabinet 
ami other high stat 
dignitaries, in­ 
augurated the 
int; rnaticnr.l 
confer­ 
ence on agriculture In the presence of 
the diplomatic corps 
and 120 dele­ 
gates. 
David Lubin of California, who in­ 
augurated the* idea, ] reb red not to of­ 
ficiate* at the day’s gathering, saying 
all honors should go to the king of 
Italy, who took up the* idea, but as the 
committee urged that 
he should he 
present, he yielded and became an ob­ 
ject of great curiosity, notwithstand­ 
ing his modesty. 
Minister of Agriculture Kava deliv­ 
ered the greetings "to tin* illustrious 
rein'eseiitarives 
of the civilized 
na­ 
tions convoked in a parliament of dis­ 
tinction. justice and 
economic’ con­ 
cord in furtherance 
of the first and 
greatest end of human endeavor—ag­ 
riculture ” 
Minister Hava concluded by laying 
down the lines for the* conduct of the 
institute. 
The pro-syrdic 
of Rome, saluting 
the 
delegates 
in the name 
of 
the 
Eternal City, invited the assembly to 
cry "Long live the king.” 
This invitation was answered with 
great enthusiasm. 
The king and queen then conversed 
briefly with those present. 
His majes­ 
ty 
shook 
hands with 
Ambassador 
White and then 
with the American 
delegates, A. F. Woods 
and W. F. 
Hill. 
Two ideas with regard to the con­ 
ference have already been put forth— 
on** 
to the effect 
that the 
outcome 
should be an international institute at 
Rome which would, generally speak­ 
ing, be an institution for the collec­ 
tion 
of statistics and discussion 
of 
technical information, 
advices, etc., 
and the other to raise the institute to 
the dignity of an international parlia­ 
ment of agriculture with effective leg­ 
islative 
powers derived from 
each 
country which might be a party to it.

Russian fleets.

Admiral 
Togo had gained a great victory.

al­ 
ready received here most of the news 
papers are ready to believe the .Japa­ 
nese have obtained a victory. 
The indications from many of tho 
dispatches are that Rojestvensky sent 
some of his vessels through the T hu­ 


mp rn strait with the view of mystify­ 
ing the Japanese. 
A dispatch to a news agency says 
that 
two Russian 
warships 
were 
sigil ted Sunday afternoon at Masuki 
(Mashike?) in Shiyari province, Hok­ 
kaido, steaming southwest, but it is 
unknown whether they belonged to 
Kojestvenskv 
or if they were 
from 
Vladivostok. 
It is rumored here that the Japanese 
government will follow' its customary 
plan not to allow details to be pub­ 
lished until the aition has been com­ 
pleted and it is believed the fight has 
been of a running character. 


Rojestvensky Divided His Fleet.

force a passage of the Korean strait 
Saturday night without lights in two 
lines, me on eat h side of Tsu island. 
Heavy 
firing is said 
to have

heard in the strait, between 9:30 and 
IO 30 o’clock at night, when it ceased. 
The same 
dispatch says one 
of Ro­ 
jestvensky s ships returned to Kiaohou 
Friday night, having been badly dam­ 
aged by a collision with another ship. 
A dispatch from Shanghai says that 
Japanese warships arrived in the off­ 
ing at Woosung Saturday and attack­ 
ed the Russian ships, but a later dis­ 
patch says 
that the Russian 
trans­ 
ports are to stay 
in the vicinity of 
Shanghai, while the vessels of the vol­ 
unteer tieet are to 
leave for either 
German or French territory.
